A person who appeared to be 
an East German border guard 
was either injured or killed in 
the blast this morning inside the 
Soviet Zone where it borders the 
French sector in north Berlin, 
Western police said. 
The incident was witnessed by 
a Western policeman on guard 
duty (» the other side of the triple 
barbed-wire faire. 
West Berlin police said itproved 
that the Communists have planted 
anti-refugee mines along the 75- 
mile border between West Berlin 
and East Germany. This border is 
distinct from the Communist wall 
dividing East Berlin from the 
Western zone of the city. 
The scene of today’s incident 
was partly obscured from the 
Western side by bushes. But po­ 
lice said there were no indications 
that it might have been a refugee 
who stepped on the mine. 
Western police said it was 
broad daylight, making it impos­ 
sible for a refugee to get that 
close to the border unseen. For 
that reason, they said, it appeared 
the victim was a patrolling Com­ 
munist border guard. 
The latest border incident came 
shortly after the East German 
Communist news agency ADN 
said that two Cuban artists have 
claimed they were shanghaied 
from East Berlin to the West by 
American intelligence agents, 
Snow Reports 
Vary In Pa. 


By United Press International 
Snow reports in Pennsylvania 
today varied from just a trace to 
accumulations of four inches. 
The snowfall during the night 
and early morning was described 
by the weatherman as generally 
light. Hardest hit areas were 
Blairsville and Elizabeth, where 
four inches of snow were p o r t­ 
ed. Among the areas with three 
inches were Williamsport, Frank­ 
lin, Charleroi and Braddock. 
The weather bureau said no 
further accumulation of snow was 
expected today although there 
will be flurries. Temperatures to­ 
day were expected to vary from 
the teens in the Northwest to 
near 30 in the Southeast. 
Greensburg state police report­ 
ed that roads in their area were 
very slippery but had been cin­ 
dered. Most other areas reported 
roads snow covered and advised 
motorists to slow down for safety. 
Snow began falling early Friday 
in Pittsburgh and by the time the 
evening rush hour started, motor 
tots found themselves tied up in 
major traffic jams. Police report 
ed a rash of minor traffic acci­ 
dents but no serious ones.

Bucks County Salaries, 
Two Commissioners 
Defend Pay Raises 


The Bucks County salary board 
has adopted 90 per cent of the 
1962 salaries recommended by the 
Pennsylvania Economy League for 
the county’s 360 employes. County 
Commissioners Edward B. Boyer 
and Adolph A. Andrews said to­ 
day. 
They disagreed with criticism 
by Commissioner John J. Bodley 
that Boyer is "taking care of his 
friends" in the new pay schedule. 
Voting Together 
Boyer is Republican and An­ 
drews a Democrat, but they have 
been voting together on recent 
appointments and against the de­ 


sires of Republican Commissioner 
Bodley. 
The 1962 salaries are reported 
to total $1,617,920, an increase of 
$162,000 over those of last year. 
Almost aU county employes are 
scheduled fur pay raises, some 
big some small. 
They will be the first general 
raises granted by the present 
county commissioners. The pre­ 
vious board twice granted cost-of- 
living raises.

Shot At Moon 
‘On Again’ 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI)— 
An "off-again on-again" U.S. shot 
at the moon is back on the firing 
schedule for next week, but it is 
a scientific longshot, 
After 
first 
calling 
off 
the 
launching, indefinitely, scientists 
did an about-face Friday night 
and decided they still had a 
chance to rocket a camera-carry­ 
ing Ranger-3 capsule to the moon 
next Friday or Saturday. 
But toe chances that it would 
come off next week were de­ 
scribed alternately by scientists 
as "sUm" and "remote" and "not 
very optimistic." 
Original plans to fij^ the 727- 
pound Ranger-3 Spacecraft 240,000 
miles across space Monday were 
blocked Friday by rocket troubles 
that were described as "pretty 
serious." 
Sources said the difficulties 
cropped up in a fueling test of

NEW YORK (UPI)-President 
Kennedy flew back to Washington 
today for an important conference 
on intelligence and a political 
speech after a rare night out at 
the theater. 
The President returned to the 
capital aboard * four-engine Air 
Force plane after learning that a 
substantial snowfall predicted for 
the Washington area Friday night 
failed to materialize. White House 
aides had planned railroad trans­ 
portation as an alternative, but 
the snow was barely measureable 
at Washington National Airport. 
The Chief Executive was due 


back at the White House for a 
conference with the U S. Intelli­ 
gence Board, an advisory and re­ 
view body headed by Dr. James 
Killian. 
Th© President also planned a 
lunch at the White House with 
Democratic leaders preparatory to 
a $100-a-plate party fund raising 
sand at the National Armory. 
Kennedy’s lunch guests include 
Vice President Lyndon B. John­ 
son, former President Truman and 
ranking members of the national 
Democratic organization. 
The Chief Executive flew to

His con­ 
dition was listed as satisfactory. 
Bristol 
Township 
Patrolman 
Aaron Kelton said that Casperson 
died of injuries sustained when 
the car landed on top of him. 
Kelton said that police had not 
determined who was driving the 
auto. 
Kelton, from an account given 
by witnesses and after making a 
preliminary 
investigation gave 
this account of how toe accident 
occurred: 
The two were riding north on 
Oxford Valley Road in a 1954 
sedan at about 1:30 a.m. 
As the car came off the Turn­ 
pike overpass, the driver ap­ 
parently lost control of the car. 
The vehicle swerved to the right, 
then to the left for about 154 feet. 
Hits Embankment 
The vehicle then struck an em­ 
bankment, hurtled nearly 50 feet 
through the air, came to earth 
and then rolled end over end. 
Kelton said that Casperson was 
found lying partially under the 
car. His companion was lying half­ 
way out a window, the patrolman 
said. He said it was necessary 
for a tow truck to lift the vehicle 
straight up in the air in order to 
free the two men. 
Kelton estimated that the car 
finally came to rest some 315 feet 
from the point where it first went 
out of control. 
Casperson was pronounced dead 
by Dr. J. Nevin Briggs of Lower 
Bucks County Hospital. The two 
were taken to the hospital by the 
Bristol and Bucks County Emerg­ 
ency squads. 
Casperson comes from a family 
of eight children. He is survived 
by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James T. Casperson and four sis­ 
ters and three brothers.

Right now I am sitting on a high balcony of § 
| a 200-year-old palace, until 1954 the home of one j 
| of the Orient’s richest princes, Noazamjah Bhadr. ^ 
He was the junior prince of the Hyderabad prov­ 
ince and had a good thing going for himself until 
I the early 50’s when princes started going out of 
style as the result of the Constitution of the Re­ 
public of India, a document fashioned after that 
of both the United States and Great Britain, in­ 
cluding a Bill of Rights. 
Now the Hillfort Palace is the modern Ritz 
Hotel, the finest in this disconnected 
city of 
800,000 people, the capital of another of India’s 
15 states. 
At the moment I’m not envious of the prince. 
Indeed, I’m glad he had to find a new house. If 
he hadn’t gotten his eviction notice I wouldn’t f 
be lounging on this luxurious veranda thrilling at f 
the panorama of the city and trying to make 
sense of the rhapsody of mysterious sounds of a 
mysterious land. And, incidentally, basking un­ 
der perfectly cloudless skies and being gun-shy 
of sunburn. The mid-winter temperature is 85 de­ 
grees. 


I am still sorting out a lot of impressions of j 
Bombay, of people I met as a member of a party 
of 30 American newspaper editors from 21 states 
making a study of the Far East and circling the f 
globe. 
More lucid expression of these impressions will 
have to wait. 
Yet there is no need for delay in relaying a 
suggestion from Governor Ski Prakasa of the 
state of Maharashtra, of which Bombay is the 
capital, with whom we visited for an hour or so, 
that America would do well to stop exporting 
many of Hollywood’s movies. 
“Our people get the wrong impression of Amer­ 
ica, Americans and the American way of life be­ 
cause of many of these movies,” he said. 
“One would suppose that your country is com­ 
pletely preoccupied with sex, that nobody ever 
stays married, and that a great majority of your 
people ride wild horses and carry Colt 45’s.” 
Governor Prakasa didn’t say as much, 
but 
there was no doubt about the implication that 
our export movies aren’t doing much to improve 
the image of the United States in these Oriental 
countries where image improvement is essential.

In any event, here I am in Hyderabad where 
you notice another of these annoying contrasts. 
Hyderabad is a city of 800,(XX), yet it appears 
more a great country town. 
I know something of taxi-cab rides in Philadel­ 
phia, New York, Rome, Paris, Stockholm, Copen­ 
hagen and Bombay. 
You’ve never had a real thrill until you get in 
a cab in Hyderabad. There are no speed limits. 
Every driver is a speed maniac. 
Try riding down Main St. at 50 miles an hour 
dodging other cabs, teams of oxen, herds of water 
buffalo, thousands of bicyclists, tongas, scooter 
taxis, buses, dogs, goats, sheep and cows — all 
insisting on the right of way.
